| MURDERED WIFE 
PUT IN FURNACE. 


Crime in South Side Apart- 
ment House Is Revealed by 
the Discovery of Human 
Bones Amid Ashes. 


VICTIM A HOUSE EMPLOYE 


Police Now Looking for Her 
Husband, Who Is Said to 
Have Made Confession 


building at 5412 Cornell .avenue, together 
with the discovery of the disappearance of @ 
colored woman employed in the building, the 
Hyde Park police bave unearthed one‘of the 
most revolting murders in recent year’. 

The police state that the bones are those 
of Mrs. Annie Raffty, 26 years old, and that 
she was choked. beaten over the head with 
an fron bar by her husband, and then thrown 
into the hot fire of the furnace by the infu- 
riated man. 

_Bvery policeman In the city was furnished 
a description of the husband, and detectives 
were sent to St. Louis, his former home, to 


take up the search. 


Husband Tells Friend. 

The police case has been strengthened bya 
statement made by Raffty to Wayman Haw- 
kins. colored. 2805 Dearborn street, in a sa- 
loon last Monday night. 

Hawkins told the police: “ When I saw 
Raffty there were bloodstains on his shirt 
and hands, and I asked him what the trouble 
was. He tol€ me that he had choked and 
beaten his wife and then thrown her into the 


furnace and left her burning.” 

An iron shaker fourteen inches long and 
an inch thick not yet found by the police is 
believed to have been the instrument used by 
the murderer in the commission of his crime. 

The woman was employed by H. D. Riche- 
son, a tenant in the apartment heuse, and she 
ts sald. te have made her husband jealous by 
her filirtations with a porter employed by the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad. 


Flirtation Made Trouble. 
| husband. it is said, knew of the 
Hrreion, anc quarreled frequently with his 
e on that account. 

* Although It was known to the police that 
the woman had disappeared, the search for 
her had nearly been abandoned when Haw- 
kins was found and made his sensational 
statement that led to the search of the build- 
ing and the finding of the woman's bones. 

From Hawkins the police learned that 
Raffty had repeatedly told him that his wife 
wae interested in @ negro Dorter, and that 
he was going *' to get even.’ 

Mrs. Raffty, despite the frequent quarrels 
with her husband, entertained but dittle feer 
of him, and made no secret of her move-~ 


ments. ‘ 
Disappeared Suddenly. 


On the morning of the murder Mrs. Riche- 
son declares thet Mrs. Raffty went to the: 
basement of the building to wash some cloth- 
dng. When the woman failed to return her. 
employer searched the basement and found 
only @ portion of the work undertaken by the 
woman had been finished. 

The remainder of the work was still in the 
washtubs. . 

According to the janitor of the building, 
Willian Fitzgerald, a half hour before Mrs. 
Raffty entered the basement ber husband 
went to the basement.

Fitzgerald led the officers to the basement 
where an ash heap was gone over and the 
bones were uncovered, 

The bones, a jaw bone, anklet, and wrist, 
were carefully wrapped up by the inspector 
and taken to E. N. Guret at the Field Co- 
lumbilan museum, who immediately declared 
that they were the bones of a human being. 

A policeman was detailed to guard the ash 
heap to prevent any bones that might be 
resting ‘there from being taken away.- The 
ashes will be sifted today and if other bones 
are found they will be taken to Guret for 
examination. 


Police Have No Doubt. 

From the portions that ihe police secured 
it was impossible to tell-whether they be- 
lofiged to a’ man or woman. There is no 
doubt, however, in the mind of Inepector 
Hunt that thé bones are those of the missing 
woman. 

Mrs. Richeson, tnnocent of the knowledge 
that a murder had been committed, left the 
city the day following the disappearance of 
the servant. The day following that her hus- 
band also went to St. Louis. 

According to the statement made by Riche- 
son before his departure, Raffty, or Raftus, 
as he was sometimes known, was married in 
St. Louls and in November followed his wife 
here with the Richesona. 

On the train during the trip to Chicago 
Mrs. Raffty bécame acquainted with the 
porter on the train, and after the Richesons 

settled in Chicago the. porter frequently 
called their maid on the telephone. 

The police had learned that‘on one occasion 
Raffty overheard his wife seiling another 
negress employed in the building of her ac- 
quaintanceship with the porter. On that 
occasion Raffty ran into the basement of the 
building where the conversation was being 
carrie€d on and severely upbrhided his wife 
for her confessed unfaithfulnesa. 


Police Theory, 

Several times since Raffty has gone to the 
budiding and threatened his wife and the po- 
lice believe thet he nursed the jealousy 
aroused by her actions until the morning | 
when he crept up unseen and struck her down 
with the iron bar and threw her, prébapi, 
still alive, into the flames of thé furnace. 

But for the stasement made by Hawking aii 
traces of the crime would probably have dis- 
appeared. : 

When the police notified Richeson last hight 
of their discoveries the Raffity woman's efh- 
ployer telegraphed that he would return to 
the city Monday to give what aid he could in

Her parents, worried about her 
condition from the first. had callen seven or 
eight physicians in consultation with the 
family physician. 

On Wednesday the girl's illness turned Into 
broncho-pneumonia. In eighteen hours she 
was dead. 

Prof. Gordy at once called up James £&. 
Lough, professor in the New York university 
school of pedagogy, an old family friend. 

“We wish you would take chargé of af- 
fairs,”” were the words Prof. Gordy used. He 
asked Prof. Lough, however, not to come 
before 2 o'clock this afternoon. Then he left 
his apartments not to return again until haif-

When he did come in finally he told the 
nurses that he and Mrs. Gordy were about 
to retire, and must under no circumstances 
be disturbed until 2 o’clock. 

Soon afterwards the undertaker set about 
laying out the daughter's body. Shortly be- 
fore 2 0’clock Prof. Lough called at the apart- 
ments which the Gordys occupied in the 
building at 620 West One Hundr2d and Biz- 
teenth street. He was accompanied by Dr.

FIBRES SHOW TRAGEDY. | 

‘This was only one of the many scenes of 
anguish and horror that could be seen from 
the decks of the Ebro. 

Messina was burning and masses of flames 
in the darkness showed where fire was com- 
pleting the destructive beginnings of the 
earthquake. A few skeleton houses here 
and there were all that remained of the 
once beautiful and prosperous town. . 

Ghoul like figures fiitted in the semi- 
darkness, risking their lives among The tot- 
tering ruins, not to assist the agonized suffer- 
ers, but in fiendish strivings to profit by the 
appalling disaster which had overwhelmed 
the city. 

‘They were robbing the dead and dying and 
acquiring possessions which they had no 
means of protecting. or conveying away 

TOWNS BUT SHAPELESS RUINS. 

As the Ebro steamed through the strait it 
was seen that many once smiling villages on 
the neighboring shores had been compietely 


obliterated or were nothing more than heaps. 


Of shapeless ruins, with occasiona! flames 
springing’ up here and there to show where 
they once had stood. 

Sig. Bertolini, minister of public works, 
telegraphs the government, among other 
things, that the dead ere buried under such 
a mass of material that great efforts and long 
time will be needed to remove them. 

Large numbers of troops are wanted im- 
mediately to aid in clearing the wreckage.

A man 
from Catania declares the list of dead will 
be over 200,000. 

A young doctor named Rosci, at Messina, 
gives a vivid account of his experiences. 
His escape was miraculous, and by his calm- 
ness and energy he was able to rescue others 
from imminent death. 

The doctor was preparing to leave Messina 
by an early train Monday morning, the day 
of the disaster. 


LIKE BURSTING OF BOMBS. 

* Suddenly the profound silence was broken 
by an extraordinary noise like the bursting 
of a thousand bombs,"’ he says. “ This was 
followed by a rushing and torrentia)] rain. 
Then I heard a sinister whistling sound that 
I can liken to a thousand red hot iron rods 
hissing in water. 

“Suddenly there came violent rhythmic 
movements of the earth and the crashing 
down of ‘nearby walls made me realize the 
awful fact of the earthquake. 

“ Palling glass, bursting roofs, and a thick 
cloud of dust added to the horror of the situa- 
tion, while the extraordinary double move- 
ment, rising and falling at the same time, 
crumbled walls and imperiled my jsife. 


SAVES MOTHER AND SISTER. 

“I rushed into thé/room where were my 
mother and sister and with a rope which for- 
tunately I bad with me : succeeded in ree- 
cuing them. 

“T was also successful in getting out of the 
house a number of other persons who had 
given themselves up for lost. 

“Then some soldiers came and helped me, 
and together we dragged forth several 
women and children from the tottering walls 
of a half-destroyed palace near by. A few 
seconds later this building was entirely de- 
molished. 

“Phere were scenes of indescribable hor- 
ror ip the streets and squares through which 
my party made ite way. We finally gained 
the open country.” 

FIGHT AND DIE FOR FOOD. 

Just as the British st r Ebro was pre- 
paring to leave Messine 
outburst of frightful cries 
the shore. The refugees on board saw a crowd 
of maddened persons of every age break into 
the custom house. :

NO CHANCE OF IDENTIFICATION. 

Identification in innumerable cases is im- 
possible, owing to the way the bodies are 
mangled and also to putrefaction having set 
in. 

‘The speedy disposal of remains is im- 
perative in the interests of the living. The 
burials are being made in long trenches, as 
after a big battle. 

It is doubtful whether the bodies of the 
foreign visitors who perished can be distin- 
guished from those of natives, but when- 
ever identification is possible a record is 
kept. 

LIME KEEPS AWAY DOCS. 


Several cargoes of quicklime have been 
landed and scattered among the ruins, partly 
to prevent contagion and to reduce the odor 
and partly td prevent dogs from devouring 
the bodies. 

Numbers of these famished animals are 
prowling about ‘the ruins snetching a ghast- 
ly meal. Some dogs, already half wild, have 
become ferocious under the pangs of hun- 
ger. Soldiers, attempting to drive them off, 
have sometimes been fiercely attacked and 
seriously endangered. 

Sicilians usually are easily depressed vy 
disaster. They lose courage and abandon 
themselves to despair. 

They showed these characteristics in full 
measure after the first. shock and their ter- 
rible experiences. 

BEGIN TO HELP THEMSELVES. 

Many. now, however, are rallying, awaken- 
ing from thelr apathy, and courageously 
striving to help themselves. 

Able bodied men are being encouraged to 
assist the soldiers and government laborers 
_and are paid for their work. 

Those who are injured to such an extent 
that they are unable to share the task of re- 
Hef are billeted to the various communes, 
where the government will supply them with 
rations. ; 

A majority of the injured will be taken to 
Naples, Rome, and other cities of the main- 
land best equipped to deal with them. 

DEPOPULATE RUINED TRACTS. 

+ It is understood the government intends 
systematically to depopulate the ruined areas 
except of doctors, troops, and workmen, sv 
as to prevent on outbreak of disease.

Corpses were encountered everywhere in 
the outskirts of the city.

Looking toward Messina, one can see five 
huge columns of smoke rising and rolling 
heavenward and obscuring the view. 
Everything possible in the way of relief 
is being done at Reggio. Attempts are being 
made to seek out and free those who are 
still living, and the bodies of the dead are 
being covered with débris. ‘ 
The dead in Reggio are mutilated and dis. 
torted, their faces set in expressions of in- 
finite terror, and their poor bodies shattered 
and misshapen. 
Many of the injured surely will die. They 
appear demented. Some laugh while others 
ery. 


THINKS FAMILY STILL LIVES. 


One man who had but one arm came out 
of_a ruined house and started. a ghastly 
dance. He cried out that the whole thing 
was only a dream, that’ Reggio was safe, 
and that his wife and children were unin- 
jured and peccefully sleeping in their beda.

SAVE FATHER; SEE HIM DIE. 

A tragic episode at Reggio was the rescue 
of Deputy Demetrio Tripepi, mayor of the 
town. His family had escaped, but he dis- 
appeared and his children feit certain that he 
was buried under the ruins. | 

They set to work to find their father and 
they struggled with the ruins for twenty- 
four hours without rest and without food. 

Only a miracle, they thought, could bring 
him back to them. Eventually, however, the 
father appeared. He was badly injured, but 
still alive. : 

The joy of the family was not for long, for 
the deputy died soon afterward. 

EIGHTEEN VILLAGES LOST. 

Relief expeditions which have been: mak- 
ing their way to Reggio have encountered 
tremendous obstructions all along the route. 
They report eighteen provincial villages be- 
wide those already mentioned in Calabria as 
having been completely ruined. 

This would indicate that the earthquake 
did not confine its work of havoc to the 
coast. What has become of the inhabitants 
of these villages is not known. 

Those that were left alive after the destruc- 
tion of their homes doubtless joined the great 
army of refugees seeking safety, or have 
fallen by the wayside, 

OPERATE WITH PRUNING KNIVES. 

The Calabrian coast for thirty miles has 
been torn and twisted. From Bagnara to 
Reggio, a distance of twenty-five miles, the 
country is half demolished. 


Assistance has reached but few of the 


villages and they are practically without 
supplies of any kind. At Bagnara surgical! 
operations are being performed with pruning 
knives, but at Reggio even that is impose!ble. 

Survivors of the destruction at Reggio all 
t. . the same story of horror. For two days 
the survivors were cut off from the outer 
world. 

Looters took possession of the ruins, and 
respectable citizens were forced to arm them- 
selves and fight for food to escape starva- 
tion. 

EIGHTY FOOT FISSURE OPENS. 

The station meester at Reggio says that 
immediately after the first earthquake a 
chasm eighty feet wide was opened in the 
earth. 

From .this there guehed forth a flood of 
boiling water, some jets rising to the height 
of a houee.

The experiences of a band of refugees from 
Messina and Reggio who made their way on 
foot into Palmi is distressing beyond words. 

The Messina refugees succeeded in getting 
away from the Sicilian coast in sailboats. 
After a frightful experience in crossing the 
strait they landed on the Celabrian coast. 

Here they were met by haggard ees 
from Reggio and the various groupsjof un- 
fortunates joined forces. ; 

Together they painfully climbed the- hills. 
At a certain point they all turned to give a 
last: look at the burning cities. 

OFFERS UP BENEDICTION. 

A young priest who had escaped from 
Reggio advaneed toward the group, some

BOY RESCUES HIS PARENTS.

A man who left’ Messina for Taormina 
shortly before the catastrophe turned back 
a’ soon as he learned what had happened, 
and approached Messina on foot. '

HELD IN WRECK 24 HOURS. 

Another survivor of Messina says: 

“ The first thing I knew I was thrown out 
of bed. Then the floor of my room colapsed 
and I fell into the apartment under me. Here 
I found a distracted woman searching for 
her sister and son, whom she found dead. 

“We remained in the ruins for twenty- 
four hours, entirely alone, without food or 
drink. We made a rough shelter of boards 
to keep off the rain. Our ears were assailed 
with the cries and moans of the wounded. 
These sounds abated during Monday night. 
Still no one came to our assistance. We were 
as in-a tomb, with the dead bodies of our 
children beside us. 

“We could see no one, but ject time 
sounds were heard from the street there 
would come an outburst of piercing cries for 
help from the injured hidden and pinned 
down in the wreckage. 

VAST CREVASSES IN STREETS. 

“Tyesday morning we finally ventured 
forth and were taken aboard a vegsel in the 
harbor, on which we came to Naples. Mes- 
sina is entirely destroyed. 

“We passed over streets that were vast 
crevasses, and climbed over great mounds of 
ruins and wreckage that were all that re- 
mained of the finest palaces of Messina.”’ 

This refugee lost his two children. He ar--: 
rived in Naples half clad and covered with. 
dust and burns. His wife was clothed in 
little else than an old counterpane. 

THINK ONLY 6,000 ESCAPED. 

Other refugees estimate that not more than 
6,000 persons of the entire population of Mes- 
sina, 160,000, escaped with their lives. 

The suffering’ was intensified by the lack of 
drinking water, the water system having 
been entirely demolished. The wounds of 
the injured had ft) be washed with sea water. 
Grocers’ shops were ransacked for minerai 
water or anything else to drink. 

‘A naval observer of the destruction of Mes- 
sina says there were four tidal waves, rang- 
ing in height from twelve to thirty feet. Thir- 
ty minutes elapsed between the rolling in of 
the first and the destructive ee of the 
last wave.

Since men born as. citizens of the United 
States are @éebarred thereby from being cre- 
ated peers of the British realm—an honor 
which they can only obtain by virtue of in- 
heritance, like Lord Fairfax—the next best 
thing in this line at their disposal is to fig- 
ure as the father of a peer. This distinc- 
tion they can obtain by marrying peeresses 
in their own right, or by wedding young 
girls who are heiresses to peerages that are 
heritable in the male as well as in the fe- 
male line. A maiden of this kind has just 
come of age in the person of the Hon. Har- 
riet Forbes Trefusis.: 

She is the eldest daughter of Lord and 
Lady. Clinton, and on her father’s death will 
inherit not only his great wealth and vast 
landed property but also his ancient barony, 
one of the oldest in England. She will then 
become a peeress in her own right, and, while 
her husband, whether he be American or 
English, will be debarred, according to mod- 
ern legislation, from any share in her no- 
biliary honors, the eldest son, and, failing 
male issue, the eldest daughter of the mar- 
riage, will inherit the peerage at her death.

The present Lord Clinton, who was al- 
ready an immensely rich man through the 
great Forbes estates In Scotland, which he 
inherited through his mother, became some , 
years ago, through the death of his ypunger 
brother, the Hon. Mark Rolle, the gypeatest 
land owner in the west of England. ‘When 
the last Lord Rolle died, in the early part of 
the reign of Queen Victoria, without.-issue, 
he left all of his property for life to his wid- 
ow, directing that on her demise it shauid 
go to her nephew, the Hon. Mark Trefusis, 
who was to take the surname of Rolle. and 
in the event of his dying without male issue 
the property was to go to his elder brother, 
the present Lord Clinton, 

Old Lady Rolle was an extraordinary 
woman of the most despotic character, whose 
eccentricities during her near half century 
of widowhood were the talk of the country- 
side in the west of England. She was popu- 
larly known as “the Tigress.”’ and in the 
lattér years of her lifé seldom left het park, 
owing to the manifestations of ill will which 
used to greet the appearance of her carriage 
in the neighboring towns and villages. With 
all that, she was generous in her charities, 
and she will remain on lasting record as the 
endower of the Cornish bishoprig of Truro, 
which might not have been in existence to- 
day had it not been for her gift of $500,000.

Lord Clinton, her nephew and heir, holés 
one of the oldest peerages In the united kirg- 
dom. Indeed, there are only four that are 
senior to the barony of Clinton, which was 
created in 1298, and of which the present 
peer is the twenty-first hoider. As in the | 
case of the other few peerages by writ, the 
barony of Clinton descends through the fe- 
male line, and in this way it has passed 
through marriage from the orikinal house 
of Clinton into the Trefusis family, to which 
the present Lord Clinton — belongs. © Lord 
Clinton's principal home is Heanton Satéh- 
ville, in Devonshire. 

‘It bélonged to the Satchvilles from the 
reign of Richard I to that of Henry III., 
then té the Killigrews, to the Yeos. to the 
Rollies. to the Walpoles, and finally to the 
Trefusis family. Lord Clinton is married to 
a-daughter of the fourth earl of Antrim. and 
is a man of about 45 years ofage, whese time 
is wholly taken up withthe management and 
administration of his great property. |

Implement Makers Prosper. 
Implement manufacturerg and wagon mak- 
ers did not greatly feel the effects of the 
financial unrest, although the volume of 
business transacted fel] underthe 1907 total. 
The automobile naturally cut into the buggy 
business, but manufacturers noted excep- 
tionally heavy sales to the west and south 
west. ‘ ‘ 
“The 1908 showing in our business,"’ said 
a leading jeweler, “lacked considerable of 
the early 1907 snap, but the total] business 
done wae much larger than we had hoped 
for. The holiday trade was abnormally good 
and the purchases represented an enormous 
outiay of money. The call for the better 
grades of goods was active. The day ‘vf 
cheap jewelry is gone. It was to be supposed 
that the jewelry business would feel the 
effects of the financial unsettledness sooner 
and harder than any other line of business. 
The first six months of the year were com- 
paratively quiet, but not as dull as we had 
expected.’ Brom the first of September on 
there was a steady improvement, until at 
Christmas there was something’ of a boom 
of.

f Grocers Act Guardedly. 


Guarded operations, with all merchante 
confining purchases to immediate require- 
ments, characterized the wholesale grocery 
trade last year. At the beginning of the 
year the market was badly depressed by 
excessive offerings of many staples thrown 
on the mafket ‘by manufacturers and pack- 
ers who were in need of ready cash. Prices 
declined to am abnormally low level, and 
heavy losses were suffered by merchants 
who had taken on heavy supplies during the 
preceding fall months. 

Jobbers and retatiers were slow to forget 
the unsatisfactory culmination of their speou- 
lative ventures of 1907, and last year’s trade 
was remarkable for the exceptionally small 
amount of speculative interest displayed by 
all classes of traders. Packers, manufactur- 
ers. brokers. and jobbers booked the smaliest 
yolume of advanced orders in recent years 
during the summer months. All claimed that 
thel¥ customers would not anticipate their 
wants and they did not care to-order more 
goods than they were sure they could dispose 


of. 
Uncertainty a Big Factor. 


This uncertainty in regard to the prospec- 
tive out let led packers to shut down on the 
production of canned goods, and the 1908 
pack of vegetables was smaller than in 1907. 
Many factories were not open at all, and most 
of thé others Worked on short schedule. A 
short crop of sweet corn, and the poor quall- 
ty of the tometo and pea crops, Gue to ré& 
duced acreage and unfavorable weather, 
were partly responsible forthe reduced out- 
puts of these commodities, but the fact that 
packers were afraid of oversupplying the 
market and lacked confidence in the future

erlenced before in a long tl Retall- 
ony" stocks were in a depleted condition, and, 
while there was no boom and most orders 
éontinued to call for small quantities, in- 
quirtes were more general andé market busi- 
ness showed & stéady increase. The market 
closed in good condition, prices displayed 
firmness, and indications were that confi- 
dence had been fully restored. 
Dried fruit transactions last year were un- 
satisfactory from all standpoints except that 
of the consumer. Crops of peaches and apri- 


the consumption proved inadequate. A com- 
bine was formed between California grow- 
ers, who tried to sustain values and had rep- 
resentatives buy up all the raisins offered 
under a certain price. Offerings came too 
fast for the financial resources of this pool, 
however, and late im the year the combina- 
tion was disrupted. A decline of about $400 
@ car followed thie unsuccessful attempt at 
price manipulating, and at the finish the 
market was in an unsatisfactory condition. 

Prunes were a moderate crop—in fact, the 
production was the lightest in recent years. 
The ch es of other fruits served to cur- 
tall the ption of prunes, however, 
and prices did not refiect the shortness in 
supplies, holding at s& comparatively low 
level most of the year. . 

At the close.of the year a sharp advance 
in freight rates on a}! fruits and nuts from 
the coast was announced, and this stininlated 
the buying, but even then boyers were ex- 
tremely cautious and the market enjoyed 
ne boom. 


* Dry Goods Trade Is Cautious. 


Conservatism proved to be the strong and 
staple argument in wholesale dry goods 
transactions last year. Many merchants 
held large quantities of merchandise at the, 
opening of the year, and they took the stand 
that they would not take on additional sup- 
plies until their holdings had been reduced to 
a minimum. Even after being compelied to 
make purchases by a cohfsumptive demand 
which would not be denied, retailers were 
extraordinarily prudent, and for the first six 
months the trade was largely of a hand to 
mouth character. Manufacturers were not 
long in recognizing the true state of affairs 


-and they waxed cautious on their own be- 


half, curtailing the production of all mer- 
chandise, many mills being closed entirely 
while others worked on a limited scale. 
Pricés underwent a general revision and 
were readjusted so ae to conform with new 
conditions. This, with the reduced produc- 
tion ahd the falling off in purchases, result- 
ed in a decrease of approximately 10 per cent 
in the total valuation of the business trane- 
acted @uring the year, as compared to the 
preceding year’s aggregate. 
Speculative Element Lacking. 


There Was a remarkable absence of the 
speculative element during the year, and not 
anti! after the settlement of the political 
situation did merchants show any desire 
to break away from their early policy of 
limiting purchases to immediate needs only, 
Stocks on hand were made to last until the 
eleventh hour, and then there wae a rush 
for a small quantity of goods, which in many 
instances had to be sent to the buyer by ex- 
press owing to the fact that he had waited 
so long. 

Reduced production and a broader con- 
sumptive demand than had been expected 
finally had their effect on market condi- 
tions, however, and during the late months 
the spot demand for all merchandise was 
exceptionally urgent. At the close mer- 
chants stocks were repidly nearing deple- 
tion, and there was # well defined upward 
tendency of prices. 

Fur Business Less Active. 


Fur business for the year suffered a de- 
crease of about 10 per cent. The quantity of 
furs disposed of during the year showed a 
large decrease, but popular demand called 
for more expensive skins than were worn 
during 1907, and this had a tendency to sus- 
tain the total valuation of the business trans- 
acted comparatively close to the previous 
year’s aggregate. Furs proved exceptionally 
populer during the holiday season, and the 
demand which prevaijed during the last 
month of the year was more urgent and 
came from a broader territory than mer- 
chante had dered expect after the unsatis- 
factory conditions which prevailed the year 
before. The year closed in a healthy condi-

General prices averaged lower the 
greater part of thé year, however, and dur- 
ing the early months business was much 
smaller than normal, few of the merchants 
being to anticipate future wants 
until aseured of a satisfactory clearance of 
the financial atmosphere. Mild weather was 
instrumental in retarding seasonable progress 
in the fall, and the year was well spent be- 
tore the glove trade attained normal propor- 
tions. Stocks on hand were held down to rock 
bottom, however, and when the demand 


volume of business transacted was greatly 
reduced, the aggregate value of the trade for 
the year being placed at 10 per cert smaller 
than for the previous year. An unusually 
warm autumn had a tendency to retard the 
business in the late months, but the output 
of all woolen and cotton merchandise had 
been so greatly reduced that values held 
comparatively strong, and the trade was re- 
markably free of disastrous price cutting. 
At the close stocks on jobbers and retailers’ 
shelves were lighter than have been carried 
over in recent years and the market was ina 
healthy condition.

Following the 
clearance of the political atmosphere, how- 
ever, an advance of 15 per cent was recorded, 
and values continued to show an upward 
tendency to the finish of the year. Although 
tariff legisiation may check any further 
advance in prices in the near future, the 
low stocks of both wool and manufactured 
goods being carried over into the new year 
preclude the possibility of lower values for 
some time to come. 


High Prices for Produce, 


The year 1008 was one of high prices for 
nearly all important Hnes of produce, and 
shippers and dealers had a prosperous séa- 
son. During the early part of the year the 
etreet felt the effect of the financial strin- 
gency as weil as other lines, and business 
was curtailed to a considerable extent from 
the usual volume, but as soon as specie pay- 
ments were resumed by the banks there was 
a rapid recovery.

High prices were 
largely responsible for this falling off in the 
interest displayed by the foreigners, while, in 
late months, the closing of many of the prin- 
cipal ports, owing to the hoof and mouth 
disease, put a bad crimp in the shipping of 
cattle to foreign shores. 


Prosperous Year in Hog Trade. 


The hog trade of 1908 wae the most pros- 
perousin recent years. Prices hovered around 
$4.50@4.75 during the first two months and 
well into the third, but took a sharp upward 
turn toward the last of March and on April 1 
sold up to $6.45. From this level they reacted 
to $5.57% and then resumed an advancing 
tendency which landed them up to 87.60 on 
Sept. 23, this priee being. the highest of the 
year and 35 cents higher than paid for hogs 
in 1907. 

A feature of the year in the hog trade was 
the lack of confidence producers displayed. 
Instead of fattening their stock ae usual after 
having left the hogs run on pastures during 
the spring monthe, growers took the swine 
right off the grass and marketed them, 
whereaethey could have secured much higher 
values had they taken the trouble of feeding 
their stock a little corn. This disposition to 
‘~hold down on feeding operations resulted in 
a superabundance of lightweight hogs, and a 
dearth of the stronger weights, and for the 
firet time in yeare heavy hogs commanded a 
premium over the light weights during the 
summer months. | 


Sheep Trade Shows Improvement. 


During the early months of the year sheep 
growers were marketing stock for which they 
hed paid prohibitive prices in the early fall, 
and although values were at their gsenith dur- 
ing this period, sheep mien lost monéy. In 
later monthe, however, stock which had been 
secured at much lower cost was returned to 
market, previous losses were recovered, and 
good profite were secured, the year aga whole 
being more satisfactory than traders had ex- 
pected after the demoralized finish of the 
preceding period. :

The year has witn practically none of 
what the railroads in former years char- 
acterized as “‘hostile legislation,” but rather 
has been devoted to a gradual testing out 
and development of the laws already existing 
that have been so recently put on the books, 
notably the Hepburn act. It has practically 
put an end to the old and pernicious practice 
of rebating and which, under the adminisira- 
tion of the interstate commerce commission, 
has been applied to the correction of many of 
the evils and discriminations that have grown 
up under the old “ laissez faire ’’ policy as ap- 
plied to the corporations. 


Converted to the Principle. 


It now is generally admitted by the rail- 
road executives that the principle of govern- 
ment regulation is a necessary one. While 
there are many who complain of what they 
call the autocratic methods of the commis- 
sioners., there are few who do not believe that 
they are working toward the right end, and 
that if they have made mistakes it has been 
because of the vast and intricate field they 
have had to cover and the. tremendous 
amount of work they have had to perform. 

One of the most important features of the 
chronicle of the railroad events of 1908 is un- 
doubtedly that growing out of the efforts for 
the railways to recuperate their depleted rev- 
enues by an‘ increasein freightrates. Onthe 
ground that increased operating expenses 
and prices of labor and materials demand an 
increase in revenue the railroads in the offi- 
cial classification territory, east of the Mis- 
sissippi ‘river and north of the Ohio, early in 
the year announced that they proposed to In- 
crease class rates about 10 per cent. 

This was followed by such a storm of pro- 
tests from the shippers, who contended that 
the advance during a period of hard times 
would materially injure thetr busigess, that, 
after a number of conferences between the 
carriers and commercial organizations, the 
general advance was postponed, and has not 
yet been put into effect. 

The question has not yet beer settled, how- 
ever, and will be one of the greatest probleme 
of the new yéar. 


Effects of Depression. ~ 

The effects of the business depression, 
which at the outset caused an almost Imme- 
diate ceasation of construction and imp.ove- 
ment work as well as of orders for equip- 
ment, and which necessitated radical reduc- 
tions in expenditures for maintenance and 
operation, are best shown in the statistics 
for grose earnings, new track laid, new equip- 
ment purchased, and im the great incr easés 
in the number of roads that went inte Te 
ceiverships. 

While the official statistics for the earn- 
ings of the roads have not yet been com- 
piled, as most of the roads make their. re- 
ports for the fiscal year ending with July 
a caréful estimate shows that the total 
earnings will approximate $2,300;,000,000, as 
compared with §2,600,000,000 for the calen- 
dar year 1907, a decrease of over 10 per cent. 
Operating expenses were reduced by ‘about 
$200,000,000, which makes the net reduction 
$100,000,000. That the net loss was not larger 
is due largely to the fact that expendit 
for equipment were kept much’ below the 
average.

NEW BUILDING RECORD IN 1908. 


Figures of Even World's Fair Year 
and 1906 Surpassed by Won- 
derful Spurt. 7 


While the real estate market reflected the 
depressed conditions which prevailed in buat- 
ness circles generally during the year, bulld-: 
ing with which it closely is correlated, ‘not 
only showed a large gain over the figures for 
the previous year, but also broke all previous 
building records in the history of thecity. It 
ia under the circumstances little less than 
marvelous and goes to show how rapid); the 
city has grown even in the face of greatly de- 
pressed bueiness conditions. 

The year 1906 held the best previous recoré 
with a total of $64,208.335, exceeding by lese 
than $1,000,000 the great world’s fair bullding 
record of 1892, which amounted to $63.463,400. 
The year 1905 waeclose up with a total of $63,- 
455.000, while 1907 was Icoked upon as making 
an excellent showing with $59,065,000. 

This, however, will be over $8,000.000 be- 
hind the figures for last year. which will 

reach the huge total of $67,237,190. and when 
it is considered that the cost of building ma- 
terials during the year has been about 15 ber 
cent less than during 1907, the actual gain 
in the volume of the year’s building-as com- 
pared with 1907 has been about $17,000,000, or 
a total of about $76,000, 000 as compared with 
the standards of 1907. 

Adverse Conditions Ignored.’ 

It is unnecessary to say that this would be 
a remarkable record for boom times, such 
as was the year 1892, just preceding the 
world’s fair, while 1006 witnessed the cul- 
mination of the period of greatest business 


becomes partic when 
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The peri of the year's peer hal was the 
unprecedented amount of flat building, which 
for the four building divisions of the city 
will approximate $34,000,000. In 1006 the 
total of this class of building amounted toa 
little ‘over $24,000,000, which broke all’ pre- 
vious records, the nearest being $26,000,000 
for the preceding year. 1906. 

The big total of 1006 was much commented 
upon, the opinian being that it repres¢nted 
much overbullding and would, be followed 
by a sharp reaction. 

There was a fall. to $21,000,000 In 1907, but 
the financia! trouble of that fall had much 
to. do with thjs, and the past year, ingtead 
of showing a further falling off, as was pre- 
dicted, came forward with an ipcregse of 
nearly $10,000,000 over the big figures of 1906. 

Chicago City of Fiats. 

When it is understood that all. this vast 
amount of flat building was accompanied by 
an actual decrease in ‘the volume of resi- 
dence building, which amounted to only 
$3.334,700, as against $8,389,560 for 1907, it 
readily is seen how rapidly Chicago is be- 
coming a vast city of flats. 

An analysis of the flat permits shows that 
the great south side leads as usual with @ 
total of $11,861,800, ae against $7,716,400 for 
the previous year. .The north side contes 
second with $8,804,600, jumping from last 
place last year with a total of $8,384,800 and 
showing a larger perventage of increase than 
any of the other building divisione. Much of 
this gain was due to the activity from the 
extension of the Northwestern Elevated road. 

The southwest division holds third place 
with $7,191,000, as againet $5,215,000 for last 
year, while the northwest division is last
